“Dusty”  Rhodes  was  high  point  man  for  the  season,  with  George  Clark  as  a close 
second.  Clark  was  the  high  point  man  of  a single  game.  Steve  Zelazo,  by  his 
spectacular  dribbling,  thrilled  the  crowds  and  proved  a very  valuable  man  for  the 
Eagles,  “Buster”  Burns,  captain  of  the  team,  deserves  much  praise  for  his  able  leadership. 
His  teammates  won  the  whole-hearted  admiration  of  the  students  and  other  fans,  and 
their  praise  was  justly  given.  The  Eagles  fought  their  way  from  the  bottom  of  the 
conference  league  to  fourth  place.  Their  fighting  spirit  is  sure  to  carry  them  on  to 
victory  next  season,  and,  with  a feu  more  laurels  won,  Morris  Harvey’s  name  may 
stand  at  the  top  of  the  list.
